He was married 
to

Winship at the age of 24.

union six children were born, but 
only three are living, namely Oscar 
G., a prominent business 
man 
of 
Greensburg and the two sons in this 
county. 
Upon the death of his wife 
he retired from farm life and moved 
to Greensburg in 1881 where lie lias 
since resided. 
Mr. Miller was remarried to Mrs. 
Sarilda Lanham in 1894, who sur­ 
vives him. 
No children were born 
to this union. 
Mr. Miller was a Christian prac­ 
tically all his life, having belonged 
to the Methodist church for a period 
of 65 years and was always a faith­ 
ful member. 
He was a Republican all of his 
life. 
lie cast his first presidential 
vote for the Whig ticket and voted 
for Zachariah Taylor in 1848. 
But, 
regardless of politics, he always had 
the interests of his fellow citizens 
and his county in his heart, and in 
his death the 
community 
loses 
a 
slendid, upright honorable citizen. 
Mr. M iler lias experienced all of 
the hardslnps encountered by a pio­ 
neer, having helped his father clear 
away his farm in the days when the 
wolves, wildcats and 
many

wild animals claimed this a s their 
native lair. 
He had preserved his 
mother’s spinning wheel 
which

prized very highly and

Kokomo Building Destroyed by Fire 


at a Loss of $80.000.

Kokomo,

25.— The 
high 


school building here burned early to­ 
day with a total loss. Ga s escaping 
in the basement ignited and caused 
the fire which was discovered at 3 :00 
a. m., and gained disastrous heath- 
way.

000, of which $65,000 was in the 
building, $10,000 in equipment and

“ I repudiate this hellish insinua­ 
tion,” cried Churchill.

Lloyd George, Chancellor of the Ex­ 
chequer, had taken steps to resign 
and it was persistenly rumored that 
the retirement of the entire ministry 
is impending.

With the picturesque figure of Spec­ 
ial Prosecutor Joseph Roach rivaling 
that of Mayor Donn Roberts in the 
trial of the latter here for election 
frauds, 
the United 
Press 
sought 
from a personal statement o f his life. 
He described himself frank ly as a 
former “ward-heeler” and 
convict 
and spok e in no uncertain terms of 
the conditions in Terre Haute. 
He 
wrote the following for the United 
P ress: 
“I was horn in Terre Haute Octo­ 
ber 16, 1878. 
I received a common 
school and high school education. At 
about the age of 18 1 drifted into 
petty polities and became at 19 a 
full-fledged “ward-heeler.” 
“My political connections brought 
me into association with the gam­ 
bling fraternity. 
Our city at that 
time was a meeea fo r gentlemen of 
that cult. 
Before I was 21 1 was 
well versed in the esoteric p ra c tic e s 
of that cult. 
“At the age of 21 1 took to tlie 
road, travelling the country 
over, 
having my headquarters in Chicago. 
My experience at this time was full 
of color, life and action. 
I came in 
contact with various types o f men 
pursuing various means of obtaining 
a livelihood. 
“ In 1905 while on a visit home I 
took human life and was sentenced 
to life imprisonment for the offgnse. 
While in prison I, lik e the prodigal 
son, came to myself. 
I resolved to 
reconstruct my disintegrated char­ 
acter and to equip myself fo r a use­ 
ful career n event I should ever he 
permitted to walk from the gloomy 
precincts of the prison a free man. 
“During the period of nearly five 
years during which 1 was incarce­ 
rated at Michigan City I studied law 
and delved into literature. Upon be­ 
ing paroled by 
Governor 
Marshall 
in 1919 I entered a law office here 
and endeavored to observe the prac­ 
tices of law from the viewpoint of its 
practical 
application. 
Eighteen 


m o nt hs later 1 secured a full and 
complete pardon and on that day 
was admitted to practice at the Vigo 
bar. 
“While in prison, living as 1 did 
among the best thought and highest 
ideals of all the ages—for- I lived 
there with the 
great 
masters of 
thought and 
language— I 
formed 
ideals that I thought I could carry 
with me into the practice of 
law. 
But upon beginning practice I was 
quick ly disillusioned. 
For the law­ 
yer of high ideals in Terre Haute 
would starve to death. 
I saw mere 
puppets who had been admitted to 
the bar without any previous study 
on their part, hut whose chief dis­ 
tinction w a s their ability to cheat at 
eeletions, mak ing money while! fared 
very unsatisfactorly. 
In 
order 
to 
k eep from starving to death I had to 
repudiate these high ideals. 
I got 
down into the dirty bullring myself. 
“This was briefly the 
situation 
when a couple of months ago 1 re­ 
solved to direct my feeble efforts 
toward the complete overturning of 
a system, the development of years, 
the roots of which run deep into our 
society, and a system 
which 
for 
villiany and scoundrelism is abso­ 
lutely unsurpassed in the annals of 
American civilization. 
“The results of this effort I can­ 
not forecast, yet I feel it will be pro ­ 
ductive of infinite good.”
